the meantime to grant 
sgeneral licence to the. Bank of 
England for the export of yold 
It is no mean feat for, Great 
‘Britain, in .ece of the much more 


serious financial” disorganisation,, 


which prevailed in many coun- 
tries after the late war, to ace 
complish the return to gold’ in a 
shorter period | than was found 
poasible, after the Napoleonic 
Wars a hundred years The 
uncertainty in financial circles as 
to the imnfedinte effect of Lhe re- 
turn to, gold on the monetary 
“position has been dispersed. 
There were doubts, too, no doubt 
better founded, as to the effect on 
industrial costs, but with. the in- 
ustrial improtement, which be- 
gan in the Autumn, {f was re- 
coxnised . that many’ of « these 
doubts had been exaggerated. 
Not that all was plain. sailing 
The necessary adjustment of 
British prices to gold prices, im- 
plied in the return to the gold 
standard, could not fail to be. a 
painful. process; bat upon the 
whole it appears to have been 
achieved with comparatively’ little 
disturbance to trade. Now that 
the embargo on the export of gold 
from Great Britain. has been re- 
moved, and stérling re-estab- 
lishéd of its pre-war basis, with 
a frec market for gold in Londen, 
the London -money' market is-sub- 
ject to the influence of gold move- 
ments, a factor—sand a yery) im- 
portunt one—that “has been ab: 
sent. far over ten years. There 
i how comes into force the auto- 
matie check to an excessive influx 
or elilux‘of gold, viz: the lowering 
or raising of the Bank of England 
rate, ag the ense may be. We are, 
therefore, likely to. experience a 
more-uncertain discount market 
in London, than we have: been 
accustomed.to during the past few 
years, a8. the London. money 
market. now comes ‘under th 
kdirect influence of the w-rid- 
value "of money, whereas 
during the time the embargo 
‘on the export of gold was in 
foree, London wos to a great ex- 
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tent independent of outside in- 
fluence, ‘The Bank of England rate 
remuined at 4% throughout .the 
whole of 1924, while during the 
past, year the rate, was raised to 
6c. in March, lowered to 4% in 
August and to 4¢.,on lst October. 
Early in “December, chiefly.” owing 
to ‘the withdrawal of gold for ex- 
‘port, the rate, was raised to 5%. 
Discount rittes’ul times ruled ¢on- 
siderndly under ‘Bank rate, but, on 
the whole, the rate was -effective,. 
and towards the end of the year 


there was no appreciable difference | | 


between the. market rate of dis-

EUROPEAN OUTLOOK.

THE, SOUTH. SIULNA TROUBLES. _ 

The conditions which have exist- 
ed in South CBina since, the middle 
of dune 1925 are wellknown to 
you all.’ In this Colony we: have 
been, and: are, passing through, @ 
period of stress and trial. Spewk- 
ing personally, I have little doubt 
as to the outcome. Our Chinese 
friends and neighbours are rational 
people, and, sooner or jater, more 
reasonable. counsels must surely 
‘prevail... Tam convineed the vast 
majority would welcome an early 
termination to the present artificial 
—if is nothing | else—attitude of 
hostility towards Hongkong. Can- 
ton is no more entirely independent 
of Hongkong, than Hongkong ig 
ehtirely dependent on Canton, 1 
think experience will convince the 
Canton. Government -that their 
present policy. is economically un- 
sound, and quite as detrimental to 
their own prosperity as to that of 
this Colony. While, without ques- 
tion, many interests” have suffered 
and hardship has been inflieted on 
numbers of intocent people, as 3 
result of the present .state of 
affairs, I do rot think the Colony 


has sustained any permanent in- 
jury, gnd, given a turn of the tide, 
I confidently anticipate a return to 
more or less prosperous coraitions. 
1 would take this opportunity’ of, 
recording my appreciation of the 
assistance accorded the commanily 
under the Government ‘Trade Loan 
Scheme. I might mention that the 
Bank. "has contributed verf con- 
siderably to the funds raised in 
London far the purpose: 

A comblaation of. adverse cir- 
eurnstances lust yeay rendered the 
infgort téade of North China ex- 
ceedingly dificult and disappoint- 
ing. ‘The slight recovery in ‘the 
moyement of goods during the late 
Spring was detrimentally affected 
by the unfortunate Nanking Road 
incident last May. A distinet re- 
vival of trade was apparent dur- 
ing the inunt's of September and 
Oetober, but the outbreak of civil 
war,in the North caused a fresh 
set-back, To-add to their dil. 
culties, importers of Lancashire 
cotton piece-goods have nad tw 
face “pteddily-inereasing competi-| 
tion from ‘Japan. While the silk 
trade had .a satisfactory year, 
other export business was on the 
whole -dull, although it was not 
as much affected ag the import

“CIVIL, WARS IN CHINA. 

The political events in. China 

of the past year have so - deeply 


‘Jenguged public attention, not only 


here | but also in England. and 
elsewhere,.that there {s no need 
to insist on thelr magnitude or 
the serious-effects they have had 
on foreign interests. In dealing 
with developments which cover so 
wide and, varied a field, only the 
broadest survéy is” possible. 1 
shall therefore confine my re- 
marks to a few generalisations. | 

In the sphere of domestic poli- 
tics the year’s record, like ‘that 
of several years past, ia one of 
wars and rumours of wars. The 
programme of constitutional - re- 
forms, which Marshal Tunn took 
in hand-on ‘becoming head of the 
Government, gave ground *.for 
some hopes at the beginning off 
the yearsbut these vanished when 
the first of the national confer- 
ences, gonyened in. ‘cordance 
with his scheme, proved a com- 
plete failure. It soon: became 
obvious that the “Tuchun system” 
(to use a popular phrase) «was 
too strong to admit of national 


reconstruction, except by force of | 


arms, and that, so long as the 
central government, remained de- 
pendent, for its ‘military backing 
on- the Tuchuns themselves, © it 
could only rule as ‘their controll- 
ed agent. * The dominant mili- 
tary vhiel's, Marshals.Chang Tso- 
lin and. Feng Yu-hsiang., had 
after the defeat of the 
party, reverted almost ut once ta 
a state of mutual hostility. The 
country thus slipped back into the 
vicious circle of inter-party strug: 
gle, from which no eseape seems 
possible while cach: syecessful, 
party persists in exploiting its 
power ‘solely for its own advan- 
tage. and in treating the provinees 
as spoils of wap-to.be divided 
amonj its supporters and to sérve 
as little else. than a means of sup- 
port for their ever-increasing 
troops. - 

Another year of military mis- 
rule in the provinces ha& had the 
inevitable effect of further. dis- 
organzing the economic machinery 
of the country. . . This especially 
applies to the railways and the 
Salt Administration. 
of several of the former, con- 
Linued misuse.of the lines and the 
uppropriations of tevenue have 
proved the last straw. and at the 
end-of the year three of the in- 
ternational’ railway louns had 
fallen ‘into default. - Depreciation 
of rolling-stock, through reckless. 
and ignorant usaxe, is, also becom- 
ing 2 very serious matter. | In 
the case of the salt, the seizure 
of revenue by, provincial 
Governors: and forcible interf 
ence by local military authorities 
have reached a point where they 
no longer merely ' reduee the 
foreign bondholders’ security, but 
scriously threaten the organiza- 
tion so carefully built up with 
foreign assistance, since 1915." 

On the credit side there is pain- 
fully little to set, but mention 
should be made of the develop- 
ment work carried out by Feng 
Yu-hsiang in the north-west 
frontier districts, including the 
roudbed for the projected pro- 
longation of the Suiyuan line to 
Ninghsia. Actual. railway‘ con- 
struction has beén limited to work 
in the Lunghai Railway tind cer- 
tain extensions of the Manchurinn 
aystem, ‘but the building of roads 
for motor — traflic has advanted 
considerably in varfous parts of 
the country. ‘The Customs Ad- 
ministration has, as in the past, 
remained happily | immune from 
the effects of civil disturbance, 
excepL to -the extent of i 
large diminution .of revenue 
during the summer months from 
the check to trade caused by: poli- 
tical strikes and boycotts, 

THE ANTI-FOREIGN MOVEMENT. 


I must noiy turn'to ¢ 
foreign movement which has -beea

In its _carky 
phases the movement threatened 
the safety of-foreign Hves nnd pro- 
perty ‘at various points in China, 
From an agitation set‘on foot by 
students, it rapidly developed {nts 
coneessions, ‘ or- 
ganized strikes and boycotts, at- 
tacks on foreign inatitutions, hos 
tile mob demonstrations and viru- 
lent press abuse combined with 4 
strong propaganda ‘in favour of cht 
abolition. of the so-called’ unequal 
treaties. The British were the 
chief object of attack, owing, - no 
doubt, to our leading, position . in 
Shanghai where the-trouble ba 
taken its start, and to Great 1s 
itain’s historical connection with 
the origin of foreign privilege in 
China, On the part of the officials 
very: little svas done,in most places 
to hold the. extremists in check, 
and the agitation wag left-in the 
main to run.its own course.. The 
economic effects of the movement 
were felt most acutely at ‘Shang 
hai. and the South . China ports. 

The events of the summer have 
proved the growing political power 
of the National movement in 
China. In spite of ‘the ‘lamentable 
record of the last few months, one 
cannot but feel that this movement, 
if the patriotism which its sup- 
porters profess is genuindg, should 
have in it the seeds of what the 
country urgently needs, namely, an 
organised public ‘opinion among 
the educated classes, which would 
break .the- back of the present 
system of militarism. For the mo- 
Lment the excitement, engendered, 
by. the unfortunate “Shanghai 
affair,” and the instigation of Bol- 
shevist agents, backed vy Bolshevist 
money, have shaped the movement 
into a-vlind crusade against the 
foreigner and foreign . Fights” in 
China, Il is ‘reasonable, however, 
to hope that “a sober view of the 
facts will in time prevail) The 
partisans. of the, movement have 
now tangible: proof that their legi- 
timate uspiraticns for bettering the 
international ‘status of their coun- 
try have the sympathy of the 
foreign Powers, and that the latter 
are ready to take practical steps in 
this direction, so:far-aa conditions 
admit, [t eannot, then, but be 
robvious.that the real obstaéle lies 
in theinternal state of China, 


Jwhich at present fails to provide 


the most crdinary guarantees “of or- 
der, justice ‘and anfety of person 
and property. Realising this, may 
they find the courage to attack the.

“The diseast ~vaa shown: to be 
caused by a parasite which lives 
part of its life cycle in the human 
blood. It feeds on’ the blood'and 
taken into the, stomach of a! 
malarial | mosquito, some are 
digested. ,Others, however, resist 
the juices of: the mosquito’s 
|stomach' and bore into the wall 
of the stomach forming cysts. 
there. . The parasites - multiply 
until the cysts ‘break,: releasing 
countless organisms which spiead 
through the mosquito’s body and 
eventually lodge in the salivary 
glands. When the mosquito bites, 
she secretes a‘ spliva to keep the 


_|blood from congulating and: thus 


the pnragites ‘enter the human, 
blood’ stream. They penetrate} 


‘|the blood cells and continue to 


multiply, eventually bursting forth, 
and attacking other blood cells, 
thus discharging a toxic substance 
whieh. cnuses fever and chills.
